adopted the hill formulated by the sub­ 
committee, providing for the extension of 
ten years of the bonded debt of the Pacific 
Railroads to the Government. 
The bill 
vill lie reported to the House this after­ 
noon if opportunity offers. 
It is under­ 
stood the report is unanimous. 
The bill, as unanimously agreed upon by 
the committee, makes provision lor the 
pavment of the indebtedness of tiie Pacific 
railroads to the Government after the fol- 
lowi: g plan : To fund the total am ount of 
the principal and interest that shall have 
been paid by each one of these companies 
on their subsidy bonds to the United States 
at their maturity. From this am ount de­ 
duct the payments on the bond and inter­ 
est account that shall have tbeen paid by 
each 
company to the first of Octo­ 
ber 
1885; also find the actual 
value 
ot the amounts in the sinking fund be­ 
longing to each company having one, on a 
day to be fixed in the agreement between 
the Secretary of the Treasury and the Pres­ 
ident; compute the interest value at the 
rate of 3 per cent, from that fixed day until 
the average date of maturity of the substi­ 
tute bonds, and subtract the am ount of 
this sinking fund and interest from the 
amount of the debt and interest chargeable 
against the company. Compute the inter­ 
est on the rem ainder of the debt and inter­ 
est, after making deductions at the rate of 
3i per cent., until such date as will be the 
average date of 140 semi-annual payments. 
Add this interest to the rem ainder of the 
debt and interest aforesaid, and divide the

into

But the reality 
would be, under practical socialism, just 
what we have depicted. And this is what 
the Socialists of Chicago wish to bring 
about. They insult the ualional flag be- 
c.tuse it typifies order, the protection of 
the weak, the guarantee of human rights, 
the promotion of intelligence, the conser­ 
vation of industry, the punishment ot 
crime, the orderly behavior of men, the 
sanctity of the family, the sacredness of 
marriage, the divinity of the home, the 
power of a strong nation, the respect that 
a united, -elf-governing ]>eople inspire 
in all the world. 
It may well lie de­ 
bated whether it does not typify too much 
freedom, when four thousand rascally, red­ 
rag Socialists—the scum of the criminal 
gutters of Europe—can safely parade the 
streets of an American city and flaunt ban­ 
ners inscribed with inflammatory and in­ 
cendiary appeals and threats.

No sober and re­ 
liable white men will tramp around with 
a blanket, sleep in an outhouse and cook 
for them ¡elves the food which is thrown to 
them as a bone is to a dog.” Very true. 


sober, and free from rough associates, save 
his earnings, manifest a disposition to be 
cleanly and tidy alxiut his person, and re- 
sjiectful and gentle in his language and 
demeanor, and take, in addition, due in­ 
terest in the industry of his employer, he 
will receive the right kind of treatment 
from the farming people. They do not 
now accord it in many cases, hut there is 
as much fault on one side as on the other, 
and the curse of Chinese labor servility 
underlies the faults of both. Free white 
Ialior will be resjiected always where it 
merits and commands respect. But it can­ 
not command it by bullying and by mere 
growling. Respect for men of any class 
comes of their deserving and not at their 
dictation. The farmer will provide rooms 
or cottage's and comforts and a good table 
for his “ help” when his “ help” is of so 
helpful a character that he profits by this 
attention to its needs. Seven times out of 
ten in the present his “ help” in 
times of great demand is of a class that 
does not invite trust or kindness and the 
treatment demanded by our contemporary. 
The employing agricultural class must do 
its part to elevate the labor standard here; 
must treat men with consideration (or 
their well-being, physically, morally and 
intellectually ; do all it canto cultivate in 
them manly pride and |iersonal regard, and 
to stimulate their self-respect and their 
intellectuality. But, at the same time, 
the “ hired man ” must deserve this treat­ 
ment; forsake the cross-roads gin-mill; 
abandon dissolute companions; have re­ 
gard to his person and his habits; by his 
ambition testify to his ability to fill to the 
full the liouQred place of good citizenship, 
and to deserve the repose of confidence 
and responsibility. There is a great deal 
of prate about the dignity of labor that is 
merely “ prate.” The laliorer who really 
believes—as he should—in the dignity of 
labor, will dignify it, no mattes how poor 
he is or how lowly his occupation, by dig­ 
nified personal conduct and bearing. Let 
us go to the bottom of the present trouble. 
The farmer is frequently indifferent 
to the comfort and wel’-bring of his 
“ help;” the curse of Chinese competition 
degrades the office of agricultural labor 
and levels the rank of its membership; 
the white laborer iu the agricultural fields 
of California lias, by nomadic habits, 
intemperance, coarseness, listlessness, care­ 
lessness and want of personal regard of so 
many of the class, brought reproach upon 
all, and given excuse for the treatment 
now complained of. This is due largely to 
conditions borne of the early California 
period, before society had any settled 
character. 
There is 
need of 
re­ 
form. It will come with the incoming 
immigration. The free-and-easy roaming 
days arc over. California is to lie a State 
of homes, and the agricultural laborers of 
to-morrow are to lie the small farmers of 
the next day. Either this or a servile, 
listless, debauched, mud-sill class that will 
lie a mill-stone about the neck of industry. 
There is no middle-ground for us in the 
future. 
* 
T he Governor has appointed as Com­ 
missioners to manage Golden Gate Park, 
San !• rancisco, II. P. Hammond, J r., Joseph 
Austin and General IV. II. Dirnond. It 
was to lie expected that Governor Stone- 
man would nominate to this important 
trust a majority representing his own po­ 
litical faith. The Governor has chosen 
men tit to succeed the late Commissioners, 
Messrs. Pixlev, Rosenfeld and Goodall, 
whose administration will not, therefore, 
be rebuked by the new Commissioners, 
since they are men of taste, good judg­ 
ment, and are thoroughly representative 
citizens. Mr. Hammond is Surveyor-Gen­ 
eral of the United States for California by 
apjiointment of the President. He repre­ 
sents the young Democracy of the State, is 
the man to whose taste the fine landscape 
gardening at the Del Monte grounds is 
largely due. He is thus, besides being a 
civil engineer, a practical landscape 
gardener, and therefore comes to his 
new trust with especial qualifications. 
Joseph Austin is one of the oldest citizens 
of San Francisco, and a pioneer Democrat. 
He was for twenty years a Port Warden at 
San Francisco, and has filled the office of 
Tax Collector of that city, and otherwise 
testified to broad executive ability. Gen­ 
eral Dimond is a commercial representa­ 
tive, an experienced ex-officer of the regu­ 
lar army, an enthusiastic member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, and at pres­ 
ent Commander of the Loyal Legion, and 
commands the Second Brigade of the Na­ 
tional Guard of California. 
General 
Dimond is a sterling Republican. He is a 
man of cultured tastes and strong executive 
power. These appointments, therefore, do 
credit to the good judgment of the State 
Executive, and give warrant for the belief 
that Golden Gate Park, that in a broad 
sense is a property in which all the jieople 
of the State take pride and have a living 
interest, will lie administered well, and 
the liberal policy of the retiring Republi­ 
can Board be conserved.

Air. Crocker is 
one of the historic men of California. 
His name and energy and business capacity 
is interwoven with the greatest industrial 
achievements and most stirring activities 
of this State. One o( the men who hewed 
the way in this wc-t, who foresaw the 
possibilities of the coast and acted upon 
his judgment, lie became a public figure iu 
California’s progressive march. Any sud­ 
den injury to such a man would naturally 
attract attention and awaken sincere regret 
throughout the State, while it would be 
a shock to the host of friends who have 
done battle with him in California for so 
many years. They will lie gratified to 
know, as the dispatches now announce, that 
he is out of danger. For some davs the 
more anxious of his friends read danger 
between the lines of the dispatches re­ 
garding his condition. They will be free 
from anxiety now, and have reason to ex­ 
pect liLs sjiecdy complete recovery. 
T he colony system in southern Califor­ 
nia have made cactus deserts and arid 
plains blossom as the rose, and peopled a 
waste region with thrifty and progressive 
populations. How much more will the 
same system do for central California 
where the soil is rich, the climate the best, 
and water plentiful; where there is no 
desert to reclaim, no cactus to exterminate} 
and where iu a tenth of the time greater 
results can be achieved than have dis­ 
tinguished southern California colonies?. 
IF San Francisco continues in her sen­ 
sational course, Golden Gate Park will 
pretty soon lie dubbed a morgue.

A pamphlet of thirty-two pages, setting 
forth the resources and attractions of Inyo 
county, has been published at the office of 
the Inyo Independent.

The New York papers are out with the 
portrait of Mrs. Gray, the boycotted New 
York baker. She is a very comely looking 
woman, but wears banged hair, which 
gives her the usual appearance of that 
fashion-—as if she would “ hook,” or use a 
broomstick with celerity. 
The Chicago Inter-Ocean, issued on the 
20th inst., a magnificent lithographic sup­ 
plement in seven colors, representing the 
citrus fair now being held in that city, and 
also with views of Riverside. Los Angeles, 
Pasadena and Santa Ana Valley. It is 
a good piece of journalistic enterprise, and 
a strong advertisement for California. 
The New York Keening Post has obtained 
a copyright upon its special cable dis­ 
patches, which will prevent the Associated 
Press from using them hereafter. This will 
not affect the Pacific coast morning papers, 
however, as our difference of time west­ 
ward enables us to get full European dis­ 
patches from night transmissions, and 
often even London morning news reaches 
us before we go to press for the same day. 
This is another illustration of the unspeak­ 
able advantage of living in California—the 
very west end of “ Westward, Ho !” 
A correspondent suggests that some law 
should be passed to prevent stock being 
allowed to run at large aud thus endanger 
the traveling public through the frequent 
running over of cattle, horses, etc., by rail­ 
road trains. He says that between Rose­ 
ville and Auburn main owners of stock 
secru to use the lands along the railroad 
track and ¿the public highways as corrals ; 
that various kinds of stock so' pastured are 
frequently killed, "but the owners do not 
cure so long as the railroad company pays 
full price for all animals thus slaughtered, 
notwithstanding the public is endangered. 
He thinks the matter might be remedied 
by a law making it a penalty for any owner 
to permit stock to run ut large; making 
them responsible (or any damages result­ 
ing from the same, and forbidding the pay­ 
ment of compensation when animals are 
killed or injured by railroad trains or on 
the highways. There certainly is no jus­ 
tice in laws which permit a man who owns 
stock, to allow it to roam at large w hen­ 
ever it can find sustenance, and compel 
others to protect themselves by fencing 
against trespass and invasion. 
Why 
should a ntan who has no stock be placed 
under a forced expense to allow another 
man to profit by raising stock free oí cost? 
The Winters Express says: 
“ Upper,” "higher” and ‘ interior California” 
are new names suggested for that portion of the 
Slate hitherto called northern. As a native 
Californian, born iu "southern,” raised in 
“northern,” and living in “central” California, 
we are opposed to this nomenclature. We be­ 
lieve in California as we do iu the Union—one 
and undivisihie—and shall stand up for just 
this, and only this. 
The editor of the Express says that after 
having lived in southern and northern 
California he is now living in “ central Cal­ 
ifornia.” If this designation is proper and 
necessary to state the facts concerning his 
various residences, why is it not proper for 
general purposes? and why does he use it 
to point out his present geographical loca­ 
tion? If lie blots out this method of 
designation, and adopts the “ one and indi­ 
visible plan ” suggested by him. then lie 
would say : “ I was born in California, 
raised in California, and am now living in 
California.” This would not furnish the 
faintest idea as to what portion of the 
.State—770 miles long and 330 wide—these 
important events had occurred in, nor in 
fact, that they had not all taken place in 
one locality. The same area of territory 
along the Atlantic coast is designated by the 
names of not less than ten States, or three 
grand geographical divisions, known as 
New England, Middle and Southern States. 
Surely it is not overdoing the matter to 
divide California, for convenience in desig­ 
nating different portions of its vast extent, 
into three corresponding natural divisions 
Southern, Northern and Central.

Tlie Colonia Fruit-G rowers’ m eeting. 
P lacf.r v ii.l e , April 25, 1886. 
Eds. R eco ru -U n io n k In the issue of your 
paper of the 21th, a correspondent, signing 
himself “ E. H.,” seizes an opportunity to 
attack the Coloma fruit-raisers aud the 
California Fruit Union in referring to a 
dispatch relative to the action of the Co­ 
lonia fruit-growers on Wednesday after­ 
noon last. Ordinarily’ 1 consider a per­ 
sonal attack in a newspaper unworthy of 
attention; but, aside from his personal at­ 
tack, “ E. H.” does the fruit-raisers of our 
largest fruit-raising section such an injus­ 
tice in his strictures, that I want to present 
a few facts to your readers. “ E. H.” says: 
I can state positively that no vote was taken 
In indorsing the so-called Fruit Union. No re­ 
marks were made showing confidence in the 
Fruit Union, except by its special representa­ 
tives, Messrs. Buck ;the Manager of the Union) 
and Allison and two or three others. By actual 
count 323 of the persons who were present are 
known to be opposed to the Fruit Union, and 
only five or six are in favor of it. 
In an answer to this I present the follow­ 
ing: At a meeting of the Colonia Fruit 
Union (the only organization of fruit­ 
growers in this county) held on April 8th, 
the question was discussed whether or not 
“ It was to the best interest of this local 
union to stand by’ the State Union in its 
entirety or combine with the fruit-growers 
in the co-operative company at Newcastle.” 
A resolution to stand by the Newcastle 
company was lost by a vote of 15 to 6. 
Resolutions were also adopted unani 
raously “ declining the tender made by an 
agent of a certain Sacramento firm, who 
intend establishing a branch in the East, to 
sell the fruit of the members of this Union 
at 8 per cent, commission. Also, that it is 
the sense of this organization that it would 
be ill-advised, detrimental and against the 
best interests of the State Union as well as 
of the members of this Association, for 
any grower to contract to sell his fruit for 
Eastern shipment to any firm or company 
not shipping through the California Fruit 
Union.” 
My quotations are all from tlie published 
proceedings of the meeting, appearing in 
the Mountain Democrat of April 17th, and 
furnished for publication by a leading 
member of the Colonia Fruit Union. They 
tell their own story, and need no further 
comment. 
But one word more. “E. H.” says that 
323 of the persons present on Wednesday 
were known, by actual count, to be op­ 
posed to the Fruit Union. There are not 
tHat many large fruit-raisers in the county. 
The membership of the Colonia Union is 
between twenty and thirty, and their vote 
on April 8th to support the Fruit Union 
(15 to 6) showed almost their entire 
strength.

yesterday Deputy 
Sheriff McManus responded to a vigorous 
ringing of the'bell at the gate of the county 
jail, and found there a large man of good 
appearance, about 35 years of age, who was 
laboring under much excitement of mind, 
and stated that he desired to surrender 
himself. The officer wished to know what 
he had been doing, to which lie received 
reply that a roll of manuscript, which was 
handed over, would explain all. After a 
little more conversation. McManus decided 
that hi.- visitor was insane, and took him 
inside, 
lie gave the name of Frank E. 
Stevens, a oiano-tuner by occupation, who 
has been doing tome work in this vicinity 
lately, though his home is in Chico, where 
his wife and child reside. 
He desired that 
the manuscript should he sent to the 
U ecoku-U n io n for publication in that 
morning’s issue, and, on being told that 
the paper had doubtless gone to press by 
that hour, he expressed confidence that the 
editors, after reading the document, which 
he styled his confession, would issue an 
extra edition. 
Stevens has lately written several articles 
for papers in different sections of the State 
under the nom de plume of “ Ezra,” and 
recently he submitted to the citizens of 
Chico a proposition to double the popula­ 
tion of that town within a short time if 
given a certain sum of money. If is “ con- 
fo-sion commences : *• What is one man's 
lifeand honor compared with the good ot 
all . 
One lite is but a breath of air, which 
van ish.li away and is heard of no more. 
1 
have ail my life been acting under an im­ 
pulse beyond my control, until after 1 
wrote my letter in regard to doubling the 
population of Chico. 
Since then I have 
been gradually getting my eyes opened, 
not only to the wrong I have done, but to 
the great good I have accomplished in doiug 
it : and white 1 knew it will break my 
heart to unbosom myself and tell my his­ 
tory, yet will 1 do it.” 
_ Starting from his birth at Itethel, Coon., 
in LSon, he proceeds to give a history of his 
life, relating a large number of instances 
in which lie did wrong, commencing with 
the theft of $13 when a boy of 10 or 11 
years. 
,r which lie was sentenced to the 
reform school for four years, and iucluding 
in his offenses petit larceny, grand larceny, 
forgery, embezzlement,' seduction, bigamy, 
and the incurring of debt almost every­ 
where before he came to California, 
lie 
does not accuse himself of misconduct 
since he came to this State, but says his 
life here is an open book. 
In speaking of 
his crimes and their punishment, he makes 
some ijueer and sarcastic notes relative to 
the laws under which he was convicted, 
But tor the explicit manner in which he

reader of the “ confession " would be apt 
to believe that nearly the whole matter 
was an hallucination, und his recent writ­ 
ings ou other subjects lend color to such 
belief.

Doe would thereafter announce himself on 
bis sign and in advertisements as “ Sacra­ 
mento, No. 1,” and Mr. Roe as “ Sacra­ 
mento, So.

1 don’t think th at is giving me a fair show, and 
I propose to stop right here, and without doing 
an y thing to injure them , go to work fovsome 
one else 
This is a larger city th an Chico, and 
you understand more fully th an they do the 
caluc ot the work I have done. A m au increases 
his business by advertising. There is no reason 
w hy a town should not do the sam e; and a ben­ 
efit to one town is of great value to all th ereat 
o f the State. 
1 would advertise this place on a 
largorscale thnu I did Chico: and I can do more 
for you th an I did for them , i ask fifty thousand 
dollars to double tiie population of Sacram ento 
in two years.

The City Attorney 
said that Dr. Merrill, the last physician 
elected, was clearly ineligible—an opinion 
in which the Mayor fully concurred. Trus­ 
tees Jones and Ryan stated that at the time 
they voted for Dr. Merrill they supposed he 
was eligible; they did not know him per­ 
sonally, but thought him all right. Trus­ 
tee Ryan suggested that the ordinances be 
so changed that the appointing of a Health 
Officer would be leit to the Board of Trus­ 
tees. This seemed to suit Trustee Jones, 
but a little sonare, business-like talk from 
the Mayor rather settled that question, and 
the matter was dropped. 
It would appeur 
from the conversation that the Board don't 
care much who are the members of the 
Board of Health so long as they can make 
some political capital out of the appoint­ 
ment of a Health Officer. Sacramento 
city is practically without a Board of 
Health. The old one has not met for a 
month and the new one has not yet organ­ 
ized. 
A protest was tiled against the improve­ 
ment of Sixth street, from K to P, and this 
will cause its abandonment. 
Bids for the sewTer work on Seventeenth 
street were received from James Touhey. 
William Snarr. J. A. Kinkele and Meller A 
Son. Touhev’s bid was the lowest. 


L ib e r a te d fro m 
P ris o n . — Governor 
Stoneman has commuted the sentence of 
two convicts, Edward McCabe and John 
W ilson, so that their' sentences expire im ­ 
mediately. 
Both were convicted in San 
Francisco of the crime of grand larceny, 
both were sentenced to a term of four 
years’ imprisonment, and both had two 
months longer to serve. 
The Governor’s 
signature was obtained through influence 
brought to bear by the Board of Prison 
Directors, who claim that the men had 
both rendered valuable services to the 
State. 
Two M en D ro w n e d .—A letter from Dep­ 
uty Sheriff MeCombcr, of Folsom, to the 
Recoed-U nion says; “ Word has been re­ 
ceived here that on Friday last two men 
were drowned while crossing the American 
river on a log two miles below Folsom.

Odd Fellowship in the L'nited States 
owes its introduction to Thomas Wildey. 
an Englishman, a blacksmith by trade, who 
with four otheis instituted at Baltimore, 
April 3d, 1819, Washington Lodge, No. 1, 
which soon afterwards procured a charter 
front the Manchester Unity as the Grand 
Lodge of Maryland, and of the United 
States. 
The order to-day is one of the 
strongest fraternal organizations in the 
United States, and the 3dth day of April, 
the day it was instituted ujsm American 
soil, has come to he almost a regular holi­ 
day. For up w ards of t h irty - five years i ts an­ 
nual recurrence has been celebrated by the 
organizations in this city by holding a pic­ 
nic in a neighboring grove, and it never 
has failed to attract thousands of people. 
This, the sixty-seventh anniversary, was to 
have been celebrated by a picnic at Coth- 
rin’s Grove, near Latrobe, but owing to the 
fact that passenger cars could not he ob­ 
tained, the place of holding it had to be 
changed, and East Park was selected. The 
attendance was quite good. 
The street 
cars ran to the park, and hacks, buggies 
and passenger wagons made regular trips 
all day. 
At 9:30 a. m. a procession was formed on K 
street, in front ot < >dd Fellows’ Temple, and 
marched to Tenth, to J, to Jjecond, to K, to 
Tenth, where it broke ranks. The order of 
the procession was: First Artillery Band, 
Patriarchs Militant Cauton of Sacramento, 
Germania Rebekah Degree Lodge Li car­ 
riages, Veteran Odd Fellows, Sacramento, 
Eureka.

The day’s festivities concluded with a 
grand hali at Armory Hell.

If the 
churches relieved the distressed, buried the 
dead, cared for the widow and orphan, 
then there would he no use for either 
organization. As long as men became sick, 
death paralyzed the strong arm of the hus­ 
band and father, and widows and orp! ans 
existed, then both orders had a mission— 
they will he an absolute necessity. 
The 
Christian religion was a reflection of the 
death of the Savior upon Mount Calvary, 
Odd Fellowship, the reflection of the story 
of David and Jonathan and the Knights of 
Pythias, that of Damon and Pythias. Odd 
Fellowship 
in America dates back but 
sixty-seven years, yet to-day it has n mem­ 
bership of 550,WO. The Knights of Py­ 
thias, with one-third of that age, is an ex­ 
tremely healthy infant, having a member­ 
ship of 180,000. There is no conflict be­ 
tween the two Orders. Their objects are 
the same. In many instances be knew 
where the officers of the Odd Fellows 
Lodge were the officers of the Knights.
